The  party  took  the  body,  from 
which  "the  light  of  eternity  is 
spreading."  because  it  no  longer 
could  bear  "the  rannlbai  alurs  made 
by  human  dregs  organised  in  the 
Communist  party,"  the  letter  de- 
clared. concluding: 

"The  ^ time  will  come  In  which 
Benito  Musaollnl  is  his  coffin,  kissed 
by  our  sun,  will  parade  through  the 
streets  of  Italy,  and  ail  the  roses  of 
the  srorid  and  all  the  tears  of  our 
women  will  not  be  enough  to  give 
extreme  greetings  of  the  country  to 
this  great  son." 

One  of  Mussolini's  boots  wss

Importrd  Weather 

To  be  frank  about  it.  Victoria  a imported 
weather  forecasts  are  no(  proving  accurate. 
Day  by  day.  residents  notice  something  in 
the  nature  of  i margin  of  error,  which  seems 
to  stray  beyond  the  bounds  of  what  is  either 
reasonable  or  serviceable  to  those  who  live 
in  the  Greater  Victoria  area.  It  is  disconcert' 
ing  to  be  told  that  tomorrow  it  will  be  dry 
and  warm,  and  to  find  that  tiie  morrow 
brings  unusual  cold  and  almost  continuous 
showers.  Also,  there  is  some  difference  be- 
tween  36  and  46  degrees  when  it  comes  to 
temperatures  by  night.  ai  many  a furnace 
man  has  found  out.  One  would  pass  one  or 
two  slips  and  think  nothing  of  it.  but  an 
almost  daily  diet  of  unreliable  weather  in- 
formation is  proving  highly  indigestible  and 
unpopular. 

We  arc  aware  that  the  Greater  Victoria 
weather  Mrvice  comes  now  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Transport,  through  lU  meteorolog- 
ical branch  at  Vancouver.  We  are  prepared 
to  concede  that  for  any  hundred  miles  square 
in  British  Columbia  it  may  b«  accurate 
enough,  or  as  correct  as  present  observing 
facilities  will  make  it.  Notwichstandmg  that, 
the  southerly  10  miles  on  Vancouver  Island 
have  a weather  unlike  anything  else  in  (he 
whole  of  the  Province  If  the  observing  and 
the  recording  is  not  done  here — and  now  it 
is  not — the  result  is  bound  to  be  unreliable. 
And  so  it  18  proving,  not  on  any  particular 
day.  but  on  most  days  and  in  most  weeks. 

That,  precisely,  was  why  a meteorological 
nation  was  set  up  on  Gonzales  Hill  in  the 
first  place.  It  was  one  of  the  earliest  stations 
established  anywhere  in  Canada.  Phis  com- 
munity wants  it  back.  It  is  entitled  to  ac- 
curate. reliable  weather  forecasting  from  ob- 
servations made  on  the  spot.  \^'e  will  be 
told,  no  doubt,  that  this  would  cost 
SI 00.000.  That  is  gibberish  It  need  not 
cost  one  cent  more  than  it  did  before  the 
Mrvice  was  taken  from  us.  without  warrant. 

Not  (xi-operalion 

There  is.  unlortunatdy.  irony  in  ihr  re 
ported  incident  of  Russian  fighter  planes 
firing  on  a United  States  Armv  transport  as 
it  was  approaching  its  own  airport  outside 
Vienna,  an  irony  not  lessened  by  the  fact  that 
the  Soviet  machines  were  American  lend- 
lease  aircraft.  Presumably  the  Ameruan  pilot 
transgressed  the  meticulous  air  traffic  rules 
which  Ruwia  insists  on  in  territory  within 
her  control,  but  the  corrective  action  seems 
out  of  place  between  former  Allies.  It  ilius- 
iraies  the  lack  of  give  and  takr  between 
the  Soviet  and  Western  powers,  and  »i  only 
one  of  numerous  ineiJrnis  in  which  Russian 
forces  have  shown  little  inclination  at  times 
to  co-operate  with  American  or  British  ckcu- 
pying  troops 

Properly  speaking  Russia  and  the  Western 
Democracies  were  not  adjacent  Allies  in  the 
war  so  much  as  nations  fighting  against  the 
same  enemy.  Geographical  limits  prevented 
the  close  integration  of  effort  that  existed  be 
iw-een  British  and  American  forces,  for  ex 
ample.  Except  for  two  tenuous  lines  of 
communication  Russia  was  isolated  from  the 
Western  Allies  Each  had  to  work  out  sepai 
ate  military  and  economic  problems  '1  here 
wa.s  no  day  to  day  intimacy  to  create  the 
harmony  and  understanding  that  meant  so 
much  to  the  Western  nations.  Unfortunately, 
the  year  that  has  passed  since  Russian  and 
Western  troops  met  on  the  field  has  brought 
no  material  increase  in  working  co-operaiion. 

Russian  occupying  forces  have  pursued  a 
single-minded  policy  that  apparently  brooks 
no  deterranl.  There  is  none  of  the  ease  of 
movement  or  friendly  come  and  go  that  one 
might  have  thought  would  mark  relations 
between  joint  conqueron  of  a common  en- 
emy Russian  zones  of  occupation  are  hedged 
by  restrictions  and  taboos  strangely  dissimi- 
lar from  the  freedom  of  Kcess  permuted  in 
Western  zones  li  is  a pity,  because  incidents 
y like  the  attack  on  a United  States  plane  are 
not  calculated  to  create  friendliness  among 
the  forces  concerned. 

The  Melofly  Lingrm 

One  notes  with  interest  (he  plaint  of  a 
distinguished  Member  of  the  Upper  House 
in  Canada.  Senator  the  Hon  G.  G.  McGeer. 
K.C  . that  while  Canada  was  able  to  perform 
exceptional  feats  in  the  war  by  financing  her- 
self and  other  nations  there  Mrmi  to  be  too 
•little  money  available  now  for  mads  and 
for  "a  million 'Other  things  crying  to  be 
done.”  The  highways,  utd  the  Vancouver 
Senator,  were  in  a deplorable  condition  B«- 
aidet  that.  Provincial  premien  had  to  go  three 
timet  to  Ottawa  to  wcurc  a little  help  with 
educational,  humamtanan  and  health 
meaaurca.  Before  that,  said  Mr.  McGeer.  Can- 
ada had  been  able  to  pledge  herself  to  four 
thousand  millions  in  Ic^ns  and  credits 
abroad,  and  faced  a future  with  opporiun- 
itiea  beggaring  conception. 

Thar  sounds  like  a portion  of  a refrain 
we  have  heard  somewhere  before  It  was  not 
so  many  years  ago  that  a young  Vancouver 
orator  stood  at  his  seat  in  the  British  Colum- 
bia t.egislature.  and  expounded  a new  doc- 
trine on  fiscal  affain.  one  which  he  intimated 


he  had  heird  on  the  best  authority  from  a 
Mr.  Hoo  Mali  Mali,  who  upon  inquiry 
turned  out  to  be  a mythical  Member  of  the 
Assembly  known  as  "Mr  Hooey,  M l.  A.** 
In  fine  fettle  and  before  a rocking  House, 
the  Mainland  orator  had  a field  day  on  fiats 
and  finance,  'f  he  burden  of  his  theme  was 
that  financing  a country  was  easy:  all  that  it 
required  was  to-  encourage  a high  rate  of 
turnover  by  pumping  in  money  at  the  top 
and  extractio^t  again  at  the  bottom  by 
taxation.  Thif  he  argued,  would  insure  cir- 
culation and  life  in  (he  body  politic,  as  well 
as  in  (he  public  domain 

.A  few  years  later,  the  same  orator  was 
heard  in  the  select  halls  of  Parliament  and 
before  the  banking  committee  of  the  Com- 
muos.  There,  the  theme  was  the  same,  but  it 
has  been  rounded  out  by  citation  and  ex- 
ample. by  statistics  and  quotation,  by  any- 
thing (hat  could  be  brought  reasonably  to 
bear  upon  the  subject.  'The  mythical  adviser. 
Mr.  Hoo  Mali  Mali,  had  been  dropped  out. 
Regrettably,  the  Commons  and  the  Senate 
declined  to  listen  to  this  persuasive  account 
of  the  function  of  finance,  the  importance 
of  the  rate  of  flow  of  money  in  circulation, 
and  the  dollars  (hat  could  be  poured  in  at 
the  (Op  to  be  extracted  again  at  the  bottom 
by  taxation. 

For  a little  while  then  all  was  quiet  on 
what  might  be  called  the  fiscal  front.  Then, 
little  by  little,  what  seemed  to  many  very 
like  the  recommended  system  of  finance  be- 
gan to  make  its  appearance  in  federal  affairs. 
There  was  the  great  outpouring  of  dollars  at 
the  top,  dollars  by  the  thousand  of  millioni 
There  was  the  rapid  increase  in  federal  tax- 
ation. to  nearly  2.000  per  cent  in  some  in- 
stances. Circulation  was  speeded  by  the  re- 
duction in  hank  interest,  and  througl^  1 1 
public  loans,  each  for  increasingly  larger 
sums  of  money.  Wages  unheard  of  in  this 
country  before  were  paid  on  war  contracts, 
and  even  the  veteran  at  the  batticfront  re- 
ceived a few  cents  more — if  he  had  a wife 
and  she  was  in  Canada. 

One  would  have  thought  that  this  would 
have  brought  great  joy  to  the  heart  of  the 
Vancouver  orator,  whose  wit  and  courage 
no  one  need  doubt  Apparently  it  has  not. 
Our  roads,  we  learn  from  the  same  gentle- 
man, are  in  a deplorable  condition.  1 here 
arc  a million  things  in  Canada  crying  to  be 
done.  1 he  six  thousand  millions — not  four 
—-pledged  abroad,  have  not  cured  tlie  situa- 
tion. Provincial  premiers  even  have  to  go 
three  times  to  Ottawa  for  necessary  relief 
with  educational,  humanitarian  and  health 
purposes  Something,  unquestionably,  must 
have  slipped.  .Mr.  lloo  Mali  Mali,  at  any 
rate,  never  led  us  to  expect  such  an  outcome, 
if  our  memory  serves

It  may  have  been  genuine  disappointment 
at  the  delay  which  caused  Mr.  Arturo  I os- 
canini  to  stamp  his  foot  in  anger  when  asked 
for  an  interview  upon  his  arrival  in  Ireland 
although  m all  truth  the  newspaperman  he 
berated  was  innocent  of  any  part  in  it.  No 
doubt  the  elements  at  Newfoundland  were 
unkind  when  they  held  up  his  plane  for  24 
hours,  and  thus  frustrated  his  desire  to  re 
turn  swiftly  to  hic  native  Italy  alter  long 
exile  It  was  permissible,  no  doubt,  to  one 
with  an  acknowledged  emotional  tempera 
ment  to  give  vent  to  exasperation,  but  the 
weather  changes  for  no  man. 

This  quality  called  temperament  seems  to 
be  a delightfully  convenient  asset  Prima 
donnas  and  motion  picture  stars  as  well  as 
musical  conductors  have  it  apparently  on 
tap  It  enables  them  to  emerge  with  their 
reputations  unscathed  rather  enhanced,  in 
fact — from  siiuations  that  would  mark  the 
average  individual  as  rude  or  insolent  'I  he 
artistic  nature  of  a genuine  artist  we  are 
told,  needs  an  emotional  outlet  What  m 
others  would  he  plain  bad  temper  is  bv  some 
alchemy  transformed  in  the  case  of  celebrated 
painters,  actors  and  musicians  into  tempera- 
ment. a rare  characteristic  presumably  con- 
nected only  With  genius. 

Mr  I oscamni  is  noted  for  his  emononal 
outbursts,  as  well  as  for  his  unexcelled  skill 
with  the  baton  But  in  this  instance,  perhaps 
It  was  not  the  ariisiic  rcmperamenl  that  was 
in  action.  He  is  a patriarch  of  7^  years,  and 
would  naturally  be  irked  at  the  delay  that 
kept  him  from  the  .Milan  Opera  House 
which  he  will  reopen  to  the  musical  world 
At  that  age.  some  little  impatience  with 
workaday  realities  is  excusable  At  least,  it

This  would  depend,  of  course,  on 
the  subject  matter  ^ whether  per- 
sonal. Inanimate  or  liquid.  Not 
truatlnc  his  own  predllecUona  or 
memories,  however,  the  wmer  has 
made  Intensive  research  Into  the 
question.  It  must  be  confessed  hts 
discoveries  merely  bear  out  t(ie  dic- 
tionary'. which  under  the  entry  for 
"Scot.*'  says,  "a  Scotchman";  and 
under  the  entry  for  "Scotchman."  i 
says,  **a  Scot." 

Some  people  think  "Scotch" 
should  only  be  applied  to  the  well- 
known  beverage,  or  to  the  granite 
for  which  Aberdeen  Is  famous,  and 
that  the  term  "Scots"  should  be 
used  when  referring  to  the  person- 
nel of  North  Britain. 

It  seems,  though.  It  Is  simply  a 
matter  of  personal  preference 
There  Is  no  right  or  wrong  shout 
it.  and  practice  has  varied  consid- 
erably throughout  the  years.  In  the 
ancient  capital  of  Edinburgh  the 
principal  newspaper  Is  the  "Scots- 
man." and  it  has  something  to  say 
on  this  debatable  topic. 

ENGLISH  IMrORTATION 
I According  to  the  "ScoiAman. ' the 
word  "Scotch"  came  into  general 
use  In  Scotland  in  the  latter  half 
of  the  18th  century.  It  was  an  Im- 
portation from  England,  as  was  the 
word  "Scottish."  although  the  latter 
established  Itself  a century  or  so 
before. 

Originally  the  Scou  and  the 
Nortliern  English  used  the  terra 
"Scouis."  which  was  subsequently 
contracted  to  “Scots,"  The  South- 
ern English  used  "Scnitlsh."  which 
dm  appeared  m the  contracted 
form  "Scotch"  In  1570,  though  the 
colloquial  pronunciation  which  It 
represents  may  be  much  older,  just 
as  "Scottls"  may  well  have  been  | 
pronounced  "Scots"  long  before  It 
was  spelt  so. 

Prom  the  middle  18th  century  on- 
wards Scottish  wrilers  who  used 
English  wrote  the  English  word 
"Scottish,"  wheress  vernacular 
WTiteA  stuck  to  "Scot*  " During  the 
I8U1.  century,  however,  "Scolch.” , 
which  had  by  then  become  normal  > 
in  England,  was  adopted  into  Uie  I 
Scots  vernacular  In  the  first  half 
of  the  13th  century  it  took  the  place  | 
of  "Scots"  and  "Scottish"  in  Scot- 
land for  almost  all  purpoacs.

Later  in  the  century  a reaction  ' 
developed  In  favor  of  "Sottish.  ’ and  I 
in  the  present  century  the  more 
ancient  "Scots'  has  been  resusci- 
tated Tlius  the  man  who  in  ISOO 
was  a Scot  Us  lawyer,  was  In  lAOO 
a Scou  lawyer.  In  1700  a Scottish 
lawyer,  In  1800  a Scotch  lawyer,  in 
1800  a Scottish  lawyer,  and  today 
is  a Scou  lawyer.

Lepers  Work  and  Play  in  Metropolitan  Cities

NEW  YORK.  April  23--Though 
they  no  longer  wear  bells  round 
their  neck*  and  cry  "Uncleanr  as 
In  medieval  times.  3S  to  30  lepers 
ruam  the  street*  of  New  York  today. 
They  "are  not  pretty  sight*.'  ac- 
cording to  the  Department  of  Health 
of  the  CUy  of  New  York,  yet  these 
supposedly  dread  members  of  so- 
ciety ailngle  freely  with  the  popu- 
lation at  work  and  at  play— and 
nobody  Is  the  wiser  or  runs  any 
danger.  Certainly  the  health  de- 
partment has  no  record  of  anyone 
ever  having  contracted  Irproay  In 
this  city. 

Between  3.000  and  6.000  known  lep- 
roay  caafs  were  regUtcred  through- 
out the  nation  last  year,  the  major- 
liy  living  freely  in  large  clues  and  In 
the  more  endemic  areas  nf  the 
south. 

Those  ouuide  leprosauna,  Itow- 
cver,  are  'iMartlve"  or  non-infec- 
tlous  cases,  under  (he  direct  ^uper- 
vUlun  of  local  drj»artmenU  of  hettitU. 
The  authoriue*  see  no  reason  why 
thev  men  and  women  should  not 
lead  Uvea  as  normal  a*  possible, 
since  ih«  disease  can  be  tranamlUcd 
only  after  long  and  Intimate  con-

San  VlUore  prUon  threatened  today 
to  hang  all  the  3&  hoatage*  they 
have  held  since  Sunday  unless  their 
demands  for  liberty  are  met  to- 
morrow, 

A thousand  poticemen.  flrinc  at 
windows  and  walls,  surrounded  the 
prison  and  met  sporadic  fire  from 
the  2,300  prisoners. 

The  convicts  cried  out  over  a loud 
speaker  system: 

“We  may  all  be  killed,  but  first 
jou  will  see  the  bodies  of  the  hoa« 
tsges  dangling  from  the  highest 
windows  of  the  prUon." 

A police  commlaaioner,  carabinieri 
and  auxiliaries  were  seized  when  the 
revolt  erupted. 

One  jailer  and  two  prisoners  were 
reported  killed  by  gunfire  during  the 
night  and  approximately  30  persons 
wounded. 

During  a brief  truce  a number  of 
nuns  and  l&O  women  prisoncri  were 
removed  from  the  Jail,  which  was 
described  as  “more  of  a battlefield 
than  a prison.*' 

Police  said  no  prUoneri  had  suc- 
ceeded In  escaping.  SearchUgbta 
and  machine  guns  have  been 
mounted  at  strategic  places  outalde 
the  walls  to  meet  any  break. 

The  prisoners,  many  held  on 
political  charges,  were  reported  to 
have  seised  enough  ammunition  and 
food  to  hold  out  for  several  days. 
The  Milan  radio  aald  the  noting 
started  when  offlciaU  refused  de- 
mands “for  the  release  of  certain 
prisoners.*'

This  is  the  equiva- 
lent of  $50.00  for  every  one  of  the  2,450,000  individual 
Incqpie  Tax  payers  in  the  Dominion,  lo  other  words, 
if  Income  Tax  were  collected  on  tax-exempt  organiza- 
tions the  government  could,  without  decreasing  its 
revenues,  reduce  the  Income  Tax  of  individuals  by  an 
average  of  $50.00  each. 

Co-op«rotives  hove  escaped  poying 
income  tox 

Though  co-opcrxiives  carry  on  business  to  exactly  the 
same  way  as  privately  owned  companies,  and  derive 
income  from  buying  and  selling,  employment  of 
labor,  from  real  estate  and  from  government  bonds 
and  other  securidea,  they  have  claimed  they  make 
no  profits. 

The  earnings  of  co-operadves  mrt  profits  lo  the  same 
way  as  the  earnings  o(  any  ocher  business.

We  are  not  snacking  co-operadves  nor  "patronage 
dividends".  But  if  "patronage  dividends"  are  to  be 
treated  as  an  ordinary  expense  of  doing  basinets, 
and  allowed  to  be  deduaed  in  computing  uxablc 
income,  the  door  will  be  wide  open  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  profits  as  "patronage  dividends'*,  leaving 
nothing  to  tax.
